Boston, id its day of trial by the port

bill, Mr. Bsooroft thus introduces Hamilton:
"It has been kept in memory that on this

oocaeion a young man Irom abroad, so small
and delioatein bis organisation, that be aj-
peared to be mnoh yonoger th m perhaps he

really was, took part io the debate before the
orowd. Tbey asked one another tho name

one bad taken note. He proved to be Alex-
ander Hamilton, a West Indian His uiotb-
er, while be was yet a child, bad letihitn an
orphan and poor. A father's care be seems

never to have known. The first writt en

traoe of bis existence is in 1706, when bis
name appears as witness to a legal paper executedin tbe Danish island of S*ota Crux.
Three years later, wben he bad become "a

youth," be "contemned tbe grovelling conditionof a elerk," fretted at tbe narrow bounds
of hie island cage, and to a friend of bis own

years oonfessed bis ambition. 'I would willinglyrisk my life,' said be, 'though not my
character, to exalt my station. I mean to

prepare the way lor futurity; we have seen

such schemes successful wbeo tbe projector
i: constant." That way be prepared by intogrityot conduot, diligence and study..
After an education as a merchant, during
which be ooee at least conducted a voyage,
he found himself able to repair to New York,
where he entered tbe college before tbe end
of 1773. Trained from obildbood to take care
of himself, be possessed a manly self-reliance.
His first sympathies in tbe content bad been
on tbe British side against the Americans; but
be soon changed bin opinions; and iu July,
1774, cosmopolitan New York, where be bud
ne tber father, nor mother, nor sister, nor

brother, nor one person in whose veius ran

the same blood as bis own, adopted the volunteerfrom the tropics as its son."
John Jay, who was a young lawyer in New

York in 1774, is thus described:
"Descended from Huguenot refugees, educatedin tbe city at its college, of tbe severest

pority of morals, a hard student, an able writer,a ready speaker; recently oonnected with
tbe family of Livingston by marriage; his
superior endowments, bis aotivity and bis
seal for liberty, tempered by a love fur order,
made bim for a qoarter of a century distinguishedin bis native state. At that time be
jo:ned tbe dignity of manbood to tbe energy

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bis pride, though it became less visible, bufferedno diminution from time. Tenaoious
of bin purpose* and bis opinions, sensitive to

indignities and prone to sodden resentments,
not remarkable for self-posession; with a

countenance not trained to conoealineot; neithereasj of access, nor quick io bis advances,gifted with no deep insight into character,be bad neither talents nor inclination
fo* intrigue; and but for bis ambition, in
wbiob none exceeded him, he would have
teemed formed for stud; and retirement."
